In the 
medium of glass, only the laws of physics limit a glassblower’s creativity. 

Tammy Ball, who possesses imagination in surplus, found her calling at the Rochester 
Institute of Technology. She was on full 
scholarship, but was bored. What inter¬ 
ested her was RIT’s glassblowing studio. 

Now, 13 years removed from school, she 
says, “Glass means I get to do what I 
enjoy, to make things that people enjoy. 

It gives me an outlet to be creative and 
be a problem-solver. Best of all, I don’t 
have to work at a shitty job I hate.” 

As for her style, she calls it “silly.” Got a 
family member that you’d like to memo¬ 
rialize in glass? Tammy can accommo¬ 
date you. Is there a sports hero or movie 
star you’d like to make into a pipe? Ask 
Tammy. Sometimes she considers moving 
in a more serious direction. “I’ve been 
thinking of busting out stuff that’s more 
artsy, if you will,” she says. “But I make a 
lot of Heisenberg pipes [from Breaking 
Bad] and cartoons seem to sell the most.” 

Orders for her pipes continue to “pour 
in” to her Glens Falls, NY studio. But she 
says she works banker’s hours. “Things 
are good. I bought a house and have a 
nice car. But cigarettes, at ten bucks a 
pack in New York, are expensive. And 
herb isn’t cheap. What can I say?” she 
laughs. “It’s expensive being Tammy Ball!”

Compassion for a Kind Man

vehicle. My father stepped out of the car 
and allowed the search; unfortunately, the 
officer found a roach on the floorboard 
that my dad didn’t know about. A few 
weeks later, he was scheduled for a court 
appearance, which made him worried. 

He called the DA’s office, and they hadn’t 
even filled the papers out yet, but they 
told him that it was most likely going to 
be a misdemeanor charge and a fine. Well, 
on July 25, my dad went in to pay his fine 
and suddenly found that he was facing a 
felony charge that carries a possible two- 
year prison sentence and a $4,000 fine. 

His license may also be taken away. 

My dad has his medical marijuana 
card and follows the laws accordingly.

Buds and Bipolar Disorder 

One day during my senior year in 2011, 

I woke up a different person. I was 
suddenly drowning in a sea of despair, 
crippling sadness and anxiety. I was 
deeply depressed, and my depression got 
so severe that there were days in which I 
simply could not go to class. I have always 
been an ardent student, and to this day 
I harbor guilt for being too morose to go 
to school. I felt bad for missing class, for 
missing everything. I felt as though I was 
a failure, and I woke up each day more 
apathetic than the last. 

After about a year of doctors, tests and 
numerous pill regimens, I was diagnosed 
as bipolar at the tender age of 17.1 am 
now 20. Recently, I found myself in bad 
mental shape again: I was nervous, too 
nervous to even go outside. I tried to call 
my psychiatrist—it was an emergency— 
but anyone familiar with mental health¬ 
care knows that no matter how “urgently” 
you may need to see your psychiatrist, 
you have to wait in line. 

My mother, fed up, took me to an 
emergency psychiatric facility downtown, 


and there I was 
subjected to the 
horrors of mental 
healthcare in America. 

I was strip-searched, put in paper 
scrubs to keep me “safe” and even 
had my phone taken away. “How am 
I supposed to tweet?” I asked in jest. 
No one laughed. 

I was asked a plethora of per¬ 
sonal questions by the psychiatrist 
assigned to me, and we inevitably 
made it to the topic of drugs. I 
was asked if I drank or smoked 
cigarettes; then my psychiatrist, 

Dr. C., looked at me and asked, “Do 
you smoke marijuana?” I paused 
for a moment, then said, “Every 
day.” Wrong answer, Courtney! I 
soon found myself under attack for 
telling the truth. Dr. C. even went 
so far as to imply that my depres¬ 
sion, anxiety and bipolar disorder 
are products of my marijuana 
“addiction.” 

I told him this was no addiction: 
I’m a good student, a good person, 
and I smoke maybe a bowl or two a 
day to quell the crippling anxiety I 
have, or to lull me to sleep when I’m 
too upset to do so. Those also turned 
to be the wrong answers. In the end, after 
Dr. C. was finished berating me for being 
a marijuana addict, he took out his handy- 
dandy prescription pad, and I left the 
facility that night with four prescriptions, 
for uppers, downers, antidepressants— 
things I have seen friends and classmates 
develop actual addictions to. I looked at my 
prescription for the antidepressant: “MAY 
CAUSE INTENSE SUICIDAL THOUGHTS,” 
it proclaimed. I went home and had 
myself a smoke and a good read. 

Mental illness and marijuana have 
turned into hot-button issues in this 
country. While more and more people are 
having their eyes opened to the benefits of 
marijuana, there are still many others who 
have misconceptions about this glorious 
plant—and the same goes for mental ill¬ 
ness. When people think of a person with 
bipolar disorder, they think of a crazy, 
angry individual who is prone to flying off 
the handle and slapping people with cell 
phones just because it is Wednesday. That 
is not so. Likewise, when people think of 
a marijuana enthusiast, one may conjure 
images of a lazy, unmotivated, degener¬ 
ate slob of a stoner. I challenge both of 
these stereotypes, and that is why I believe 
it’s time for people like me to bring our 
stories to the public.

The New Data-Mining Disaster 


The Feds call it “parallel construction.” But the practice is really evidence-laundering 


that denies Americans their rights. By Russ Belville 


Remember that traffic stop when you 
got busted for weed—the one where 
the cops said you made an improper 
lane change? Remember how you were 
driving so carefully that night, knowing 
you had marijuana in the trunk? Out of 
all the cars on the freeway—including 
several that were weaving or speeding 
or otherwise posed a far greater traf¬ 
fic hazard—how in the world did yours 
manage to arouse the suspicion of Officer 
Observant and his trusty dope dog, Sniff? 

Because, unbeknownst to you—and, 
even more importantly, your defense 
attorney—a classified division of the 
Drug Enforcement Administration had 
secretly tipped off the cops about you. 

The unit is called the Special 


Operations Division (SOD), and a block¬ 
buster report by Reuters blows the lid off 
its practice of “funneling information” 
gathered from “intelligence intercepts, 
wiretaps ... and a massive database of 
telephone records” to state and local 
police in order to “help them launch 
criminal investigations of Americans.” 
The SOD includes units from the FBI, 
CIA, IRS, Homeland Security and the 
National Security Agency, which was 
revealed by whistleblower Edward 
Snowden to be engaged in data-mining 
and spying on US citizens. 

Few organisms thrive in darkness and 
bullshit; among them are magic mush¬ 
rooms and bureaucracies. The SOD is no 
different. The unit was originally formed 


in 1994 with a few dozen employees and 
a mandate to pursue Latin American 
drug cartels. These days, it has a staff 
of several hundred and a secret budget 
estimated at $125 million annually. 

Also like magic mushrooms, the SOD 
takes us through the looking glass to a 
land where nothing is as it seems—espe¬ 
cially your right to a fair trial. The fact 
that federal cops might help state and 
local ones to catch drug criminals isn’t 
exactly breaking news: The shocking 
part of the SOD’s operations is some¬ 
thing called “parallel construction.” This 
is a technique that the SOD instructs 
local cops to use once the unit has 
given them a tip, thereby ensuring that 
all record of the SOD’s involvement is 
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Your attorney is effectively shut out from 
an entire line of inquiry as to how the 
authorities initiated their case against you. 


« erased from the forthcoming trial. 

A document obtained by Reuters 
explains to law enforcement agents, 
“Remember that the utilization of SOD 
cannot be revealed or discussed in any 
investigative function.” Each and every 
piece of evidence or intelligence provided 
by the SOD was to be carefully and sys¬ 
tematically erased from the legal paper 
trail. In its place, police were ordered 
to use “normal investigative techniques 
to recreate the information provided by 
SOD.” Think of it like money launder¬ 
ing, but this time for illegally obtained 
evidence instead of cash. 

One retired federal agent explained to 
Reuters how the SOD would disseminate 
these tips: “You’d be told only, ‘Be at a 
certain truck stop at a certain time and 
look for a certain vehicle.’ And so we’d 
alert the state police to find an excuse to 
stop that vehicle, and then have a drug 
dog search it.” 

Once the cops made the arrest, they 
would then go through the process of 
“scrubbing” the investigation of all evi¬ 
dence of the SOD’s involvement, pretend¬ 
ing instead that they just happened to 
make a traffic stop and happened to do a 
drug-dog search and happened to find a 
cache of drugs—hence the term “parallel 
construction.” 

The big problem with this technique 
is a little thing known as the Sixth 


Amendment, which recognizes a defen¬ 
dant’s right to a “compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor.” After 
Officer Observant stopped and arrested 
you, for example, your defense attorney 
could issue subpoenas to the officer, 
the trainer of the drug dog, even other 
witnesses to your driving that night. But 
with “parallel construction,” your defense 
attorney has no idea that the original tip 
to bust you came from some data-mining 
program in a completely unrelated 
terrorism investigation. Your attorney 
is effectively shut out from an entire 
line of inquiry as to how the authorities 
initiated their case against you—one that 
may lead to information that exonerates 
you, or at least reveals enough wrongdo¬ 
ing by law enforcement to suppress the 
evidence obtained in your case. 

The SOD claims that such techniques 
must be kept confidential in order to 
protect classified information, despite 
the longstanding courtroom practice of 
having judges examine such evidence in 
private chambers. Much of the investi¬ 
gatory work being scrubbed was based 
on information gathered by the Joint 


Terrorism Task Forces established after 
9/11. In a follow-up article by the UK’s 
Daily Mail, members of Law Enforce¬ 
ment Against Prohibition confirm that 
“creative report writing” is being used 
to hide the fact that the wide-ranging 
powers we granted to law enforcement in 
the fight against A1 Qaeda are now being 
used to go after Americans domestically 
for low-level drug crimes. 

Even prosecutors are being kept in the 
dark. One federal prosecutor in Florida 
dropped his case when he learned that 
the DEA had lied to him about the SOD’s 
involvement, telling Reuters he lost con¬ 
fidence in the investigation. 

However, most cops don’t worry about 
their forays into “parallel construction” 
being exposed. Thanks in part to draco¬ 
nian mandatory-minimum sentencing 
laws for drug crimes, most of the cases in 
which the SOD is secretly involved end in 
plea bargains—and so the original source 
of the evidence against the defendant is 
never explored in open court. ^

Unlike virtually any 
other intoxicant—or 
even food or water—can¬ 
nabis can be consumed 
frequently without 
concern of a health risk. 

A new study conducted 
by Boston University 
School of Medicine and 
Boston Medical Center 
confirms this. 

Investigators exam¬ 
ined the test results of 
589 adults who screened 
positive for some drug 
during a primary care 
visit. Those patients 
were then questioned as 
to their drug use, emer¬ 
gency room visit and 
hospitalization history, 
if any, and their overall 
health. Researchers 
further verified subjects’ 
health status via their 
medical records. 

Some of the indi¬ 
viduals analyzed in this 
study were big-time 
party people: a whop¬ 
ping 84 percent smoked 
pot, 25 percent snorted 
coke, 23 percent experi¬ 
mented with opioids, 
with 8 percent falling 
into the “miscellaneous 
drug” grab-bag. Only 
58 percent smoked pot 
only but that figure is 
exceedingly higher than 
the national average. 

Bottom line: There 
was no measurable 
difference between the 
health of those smoking 
pot daily and drug users 
abstaining from weed, 
leading primary study 
author Daniel Fuster, 

M.D. to conclude: “Our 
findings suggest that 
marijuana use has little 
measurable effect on 
self-reported health or 
health care utilization.”

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Madonna 
gets blunted 
on Letterman, 
circa 1994. 
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Madonna & Marijuana 


Madonna had quite a weed-related week in mid-September. On the social media website Reddit, during the 
“Ask Madonna Almost Anything” live Q& A public chat, a fan asked: “What is the best present you got for your 
[55th] birthday?” The Material Girl frankly replied: “I got a bong in the shape of a penis.” 

However, Madonna ignored all the follow-up pot-related questions, including if she ever gets high to 
enhance her creative process. 

The digital exchange came just two days prior to the pop goddess being ranked #42 on the Marijuana Policy 
Project's “2013 Top 50 Most Influential Marijuana Users” list. 

We’re not sure how you can be described as “influential” while actively stonewalling about your pot his¬ 
tory. Apparently, her infamous 1994 David Letterman appearance, in which she claimed to be stoned, and 
even asked Dave if he'd ever smoked “Indo,” qualified her. 



Alcoholism is a devastating disease taking an enormous toll on most of the body, especially the brain. But 
apparently, some of the cerebral harm wrought by booze can be countered by cannabinoid compounds. 
According to a new study published in the Pharmacology Biochemistry and Behavior journal, delivery of 
non-psychoactive cannabidiol (CBD) via the skin can reduce alcohol-related brain damage. 

The study was conducted by the Dept, of Pharmaceutical Sciences at the University of Kentucky. 
Researchers administered CBD to lab rats subjected to alcohol-induced neurodegeneration in two forms— 
as a gel and as an injection. In the first experiment, high percentage (5 percent) CBD gels caused a 49 
percent reduction in neurodegeneration of the entorhinal cortex, the part of the brain that plays a key 
role in memory and navigation, two processes definitely damaged by alcohol. 

The second trial involved contrasting the application of a 2.5 percent cannabidiol gel to CBD injec¬ 
tions. Researchers discovered both methods were comparably adept at shielding the brain, with injections 
reducing damage by 51 percent; CBD gels performed even more effectively at 56 percent. Researchers 
suggested such transdermal systems for treating alcoholism could improve patient compliance, a key 
component to achieving sobriety. 

These latest results “gel” with recent studies out of Europe and Israel also reporting cannabinoids 
exhibit neuroprotective qualities and even trigger the production of new brain cells. Another myth—that 
pot causes brain damage—bites the dust. 
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Badiy! 

Brielle “Bree” Green of 
Lansing may only be six 
months old, but she’s 
already the center of a 
case that’s become a ral¬ 
lying point for Michigan 
medical marijuana advo¬ 
cates. In September, the 
Ingham County Family 
Court, authorized by a 
Child Protective Services 
(CPS) petition, snatched 
baby Bree from the Green 
residence because her 
mother, Maria Green, was 
growing cannabis in the 
house. Medical marijuana 
is legal in Michigan and 
Green is a sanctioned 
medical marijuana 
provider. 

A court officer told 
the family that the child 
was taken into custody 
because pot in the house 
created a “dangerous situ¬ 
ation,” as “someone with a 
gun could break in.” 

More disturbing is 
the fact that Maria’s 
ex-husband filed the 
complaint; they’re in a 
custody dispute over a 
different child. 

Michigan Moms 
United and state Rep 
Jeff Irwin (D-Ann 
Arbor)—who earlier in 
2013 introduced a bill 
to legalize recreational 
pot statewide—rallied to 
her defense. The child 
was placed with a family 
relative and the Greens 
must go through the legal 
process to regain custody 
of their daughter. 

Charmie Gholson of 
Michigan Moms United 
says the Green case is one 
of twenty in Michigan in 
which CPS have ignored 
medical pot laws in 
removing children from 
a home. 



Don’t Celebrate Yet 


Although the DEA’s Domestic Cannabis Eradication/Suppression 
Program (DCE/SP) destroyedless than 4 million plants nationwide in 
2012—compared to over 10 million eliminated as recently as 2010—the 
total poundage of dried pot seized is on the upswing. And while the 
number of people busted for cultivation nationwide was down over the 
same 2-year span, those arrested in California, easily the largest pro¬ 
ducer of pot in America, increased 25 percent, despite a monumental 
reduction in the number of plants destroyed by drug warriors. 

In 2010 DCE/SP raided over 28,000 grow sites across the USA, but 
seized less than 85,000 pounds of “processed” pot. But in 2012 almost 
97,000 pounds of dried cannabis were confiscated from 9,000-plus 
grows. 

In 2010 in California, the DEA eradicated 7.3 million plants, seized 
less than 53,000 pounds and arrested 1,500-plus individuals. Compare 
that to 2012: Just over 2 million plants were destroyed and 65,000 
pounds were confiscated—but more than 2,000 people were arrested. 
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The UK Gets Real 


Like we’ve been saying, legalizing 
pot would boost any country’s 
economy, with no negative impact 
on the public’s health. A new study 
out of England agrees. 

The University of Essex’s Institute 
for Social and Economic Research 
calculated legalization could poten¬ 
tially save the government over 1 bil¬ 
lion British pounds annually, nearly a 
third of that trimmed by eliminating 
the arrest and prosecution of pot 
users and cultivators. Additionally, 
tax revenue generated by licensed 
pot businesses could produce any¬ 
where from £400 million to £900 
million yearly. 

The report is mostly positive. 
Researchers denounce the argu¬ 
ment that pot use leads to harder 
drugs and logically note that legal¬ 
ization eradicates black-market 
crime and the convictions that 
damaging an individual’s future and 
the economy as a whole. However, 
the report wrongly suggests “psy- 
chopharmacological harm” caused 
by pot could be controlled by 
regulating its potency. No credible 
evidence exists that high-potency 
strains are dangerous. 

The results were welcomed by 
the Beckley Foundation, which 
commissioned the study and seeks 
scientific-based drug prohibition 
reform in the UK. 


God Hates 
Colorado 

In the aftermath of September’s 
horrific floods in Colorado, a local 
pastor claimed that the disaster 
was due to God’s wrath over legal 
pot and “decadent homosexual 
activity.” 

Pastor Kevin Swanson hosts 
Generations With Vision, a radio 
program. In the broadcast, he 
referenced a photo of state House 
Speaker Mark Ferrandino kissing 
his partner Greg Wertsch in a 
March edition of the Denver Post. 


(Swanson seems a bit obsessed 
with that kiss. Last June, Swanson 
blamed it—and women wearing 
pants—for deadly forest fires in 
Colorado Springs.) 

Swanson sermonized: “If you 
use God’s law... it happens to be 
the worst year ever in terms of 
flood and fire damage in Colo¬ 
rado’s history.” 

His co-host, Pastor Dave 
Buehner, was moved to para¬ 
phrase a biblical verse: “...in 
Colorado this last year we walked 
in lewdness, lust, drunkenness, 
revelries, drinking parties—” 


Swanson then interjected: 
“Marijuana!” implying that Colo¬ 
rado voters’ decision to legalize 
recreational pot somehow angered 
God, who was so pissed off, He 
took it out on everybody-even 
though the law passed with 53 
percent of the vote. 

Stoners know the Bible, too. 
Check out Genesis 1:29: “I have 
given you every herb-bearing seed 
which is upon the face of all the 
Earth.” O, and here’s one more 
that should be of interest from 
Romans 1:22: “Claiming to be 
wise, they became fools.”

Uruguay: Lawmakers 
Vote Up Legalization 

On July 31, the Chamber 
of Deputies, the lower 
house of Uruguay’s Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, approved 
a bill to legalize cannabis 
by a vote of 50 to 46. The 
bill now goes to the upper 
house, the Chamber of 
Senators, where lawmak¬ 
ers have assured President 
Jose Mujica that they 
have a majority to pass it. 
(Mujica’s administration 
introduced the bill, so his 
signature is not in doubt.) 
Laura Blanco, president 
of Uruguay’s Cannabis 
Studies Association, said 
the bill has delivered an 
“encouraging” sign to 
other Latin American 
nations. Under the law, 
citizens will be allowed 
to cultivate six plants per 
household or form coop¬ 
eratives that can grow up 
to 99 plants. Private com¬ 
panies will also be able 
to grow pot, with their 
harvests purchased by 
the government for resale 
to licensed pharmacies. 
However, in a move to 
prevent cannabis tourism, 
the legislation restricts 
legal purchases to citizens 
of Uruguay. 

Calling on senators to 
approve the bill, Presi¬ 
dent Mujica said: “No one 
should think implement¬ 
ing this law would create 
disorder or encourage 
consumption. Nowhere in 
the world has repression 
yielded results. We know 
we are embarking on a 
cutting-edge experiment 
for the whole world.” 



Afghanistan: Opium-Smuggling Tensions With Iran 


A demonstration against Iran took place on August 23 in Afghanistan’s western 
city of Herat, with residents accusing Iranian diplomats at the local consulate of 
bribing officials and operating as a “criminal gang.” 

Someone certainly seems to be bribing the police and government officials in 
Herat province, which borders Iran: Iranian security forces have seized 214 tons of 
opium and heroin at the Afghan border in the last five months, making hundreds 
of arrests in the process. A western opium route linking Afghanistan to global 
markets through Iran appears to be opening, adding to the traditional southern 
route through the Khyber Pass into Pakistan as well as a northern route through 
Central Asia. 



Colombia: Coca 
Production Down as 
Narcos Diversify 

The area of land planted 
with coca leaf in 
Colombia has fallen by 
25 percent and is now 
about a third of the total 
in 2001, according to the 
latest annual report from 
the UN Office on Drugs 
and Crime (UNODC). 

The report finds that 
land planted with coca 
. dropped from 64,000 
hectares in 2011 to 48,000 
hectares in 2012—the 
lowest figure since moni¬ 
toring began in Colombia 
' more than a decade ago. 
But while coca cultiva¬ 
tion fell nationwide, it 
rose in three departments 
: still especially wracked 
by armed conflict: Norte 
de Santander, Choco 
and Caqueta. Analysts 


also say the fall in coca 
production suggests that 
the country’s various 
armed outlaw groups are 
increasingly moving into 
areas like illegal gold and 
emerald mining—both on 
the upswing in Colombia. 

Mexico: Notorious 
Kingpin Freed 

Mexico’s most notorious 
drug kingpin, Rafael Caro 
Quintero, was released 
on August 9 from the 
Puente Grande federal 
prison in Jalisco state, 
where he’d been incarcer¬ 
ated for nearly the past 
three decades. He left the 
facility at dawn, several 
hours before the release 
order was made public. 

A court in Guadalajara 
found that Caro Quintero 
was improperly tried for 
the 1985 torture-killing 
of DEA agent Enrique 
“Kiki” Camarena, and 
that charges against him 
should have been brought 
at the state rather than 
the federal level. Federal 
prosecutors appealed to 
the Supreme Court, which 
refused to rescind the

Narco king freed 
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lower court’s decision. 

Caro Quintero, a 
founder of the Guadalajara 
Cartel, was sentenced 
in 1985 to 40 years in 
prison—the maximum sen¬ 
tence allowed under Mexi¬ 
can law. He was said to 
have ordered Camarena’s 
kidnapping, torture and 
murder in retaliation for a 
federal police raid on the 
cartel’s giant marijuana 
plantation at Rancho 
Bufalo, Chihuahua. 

The United States 
wasn’t given prior noti¬ 
fication of the release. 
Indeed, Caro Quintero is 
still listed as one of the 
DEA’s top five interna¬ 
tional fugitives, and US 
authorities believe he 
continued to control the 
Sinaloa Cartel’s money¬ 
laundering operations 
from behind bars.

Mexico: “Queen of the 
Pacific” Faces New 
Charges 

The Sinaloa Cartel’s San¬ 
dra Avila Beltran, dubbed 
the “Queen of the Pacific” 
by the Mexican press, was 
released by US authorities 
on August 21 but faces 
fresh charges in her home 
country. A US judge in 
Miami gave Avila Beltran 
credit for time served on 
the basis of the five years 
she’d spent behind bars 
in Mexico and another 
year in Florida awaiting 
sentencing. Even so, she 
was rearrested upon her 
arrival back in Mexico, 
to face new charges of 
money laundering on 
behalf of the Sinaloa 
Cartel. 

Avila Beltran was 
detained in Mexico City 
in 2007 and then extra¬ 
dited to the US last year, 
where she pled guilty to 
narcotics trafficking. A 
cousin of the infamous 
Rafael Caro Quintero, 
Avila Beltran allegedly 
forged links between the 
Mexican and Colombian 
cartels through her sex¬ 
ual liaisons. She is also 
the niece of Miguel Angel 
Felix Gallardo, another 
legendary founder of the 
Guadalajara Cartel, who 
is currently imprisoned 
in Mexico for his involve¬ 
ment in the murder 
of DEA agent Enrique 
Camarena. 

In February 2011 the 
director of the prison 
where Avila Beltran 
was held was fired for 
allowing a doctor into 
her cell to give her Botox 
injections.

Forest Fire 

Smoking trees with Arbouretum. By Polly Watson 


It’s a rainy Sunday night at 
Brooklyn’s Union Pool. The 
open courtyard of the peren¬ 
nial pickup joint is sparsely 
populated: a few longhairs 
stand around a small, lily- 
pad-choked pool, gesturing 
damply with limp white 
cigarettes; two Swedish post¬ 
teens clink beer bottles, their 
faces happy and open in the 
fluorescent pink glow of the 
taco truck parked next to a 
small wooden fence. A door 
creaks, and Arbouretum’s 
Dave Heumann steps out of 
the steamy club, where the 
band has just blasted its way 
through a much-appreciated 
set, and shambles toward the 
little truck. 

Arbouretum have been 
growing in Baltimore’s fertile 
rock scene for over a decade. 
Their most recent lineup 
solidified in 2009; in addi¬ 
tion to Heumann, who holds 


down both lead guitar and 
vocal duties, it includes bass¬ 
ist Corey Allender, drummer 
Brian “Buck” Carey, and gui¬ 
tarist Matt Pierce. Describ¬ 
ing themselves variously 
(and accurately) as “doom/ 
ecstatic” and “old fire,” the 
band are known from the 
basements of Charm City to 
the rafters of Carnegie Hall 
as purveyors of top-notch 
slow psychedelia and millen¬ 
nial ’70s classic rock. 

Wait... Carnegie Hall ? “We 
did an acoustic set” with Band 
of Horses, says Heumann, 
sliding a flimsy paper plate 
of salsa-drenched chicken 
across a wet picnic table and 
sitting down in front of it. 

“In rehearsal, my hands were 
shaking a little bit... and then 
we got up onstage, and it was 
fucking magical. It was like: 
You don’t go and get this gig 
together to get nervous—you 


play Carnegie Hall to make it 

awesomel” 

Arbouretum are all about 
making it awesome. This 
past year has seen them on 
a proper European tour, and 
when High Times spoke with 
them, they were about to 
leave for the UK to play a raft 
of festivals. 

These guys know how to 
have fun at home, too. “I 
recently got back into smok¬ 
ing weed,” says Allender, 
adding, “I like the liquid 
versions.” 

It turns out that most of 
Arbouretum prefer their weed 
in the form of a tincture made 
from shake, which they add to 


beer. “Or water,” says 
Heumann, produc¬ 
ing a vape pen and 
proceeding to spark 
up with alarming 
efficiency, “where the 
flavor really comes 
out.” 

“It’s mind-blow¬ 
ing,” adds Allender. 
“It’s the most mellow 
high!” 

Like a (thankfully) 
increasing number of 
states, Maryland has 
scaled back its pos¬ 
session laws and “is 
at the point where 
you can get a license 
for medicinal,” Carey says. 

“But you can still get 
arrested,” cautions Heumann. 
“It’s more like a doctor’s note.” 

The talk turns to the 
discretionary nature of such 
arrests. “There were these 
two cops at a bar where I 
work,” remembers Carey, “and 
I heard them [talking about 
Ending] weed on a dude, and 
they were like, ‘It’s cool, man, 
whatever—don’t worry about 
it.’” But a Baltimore club 
owner recently went to jail 
for selling weed—railroaded, 
Arbouretum say, by the tes¬ 
timony of people who didn’t 
even know him. 

Is there a moral to this 
tale? Not really, but Heumann 
has sage words of advice 
that are useful to those who 
choose to use and possess 
within and without Charm 
City limits: “Don’t be a dick to 
the cops!”

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The Devil Gets His Due 

White Wizzard conjure killer metal. By John Payne 


The human juggernaut known 
as White Wizzard defiantly 
cranks out a real-deal metallic 
squeal in thee classic style, 
harking back to the days of 
Iron Maiden and Thin Lizzy— 
songs, melody and good rock¬ 
ing times loom large and reign 
utterly supreme. These LA- 
based longhairs banged might¬ 
ily on Over the Top (2010) and 
Flying Tigers (2011), samwich- 
ing metal’s requisite fearsome 
slabs of righteous rifferini in 
between great loads of way- 
catchy tunes. 

The latest Wizzard won¬ 
der, The Devil’s Cut (Earache 
Records/Century Media), does 
it choicely again with a wicked 
cargo of hummy headbangers, 
including “Kings of the High¬ 
way,” the herculean “The Sun 
Also Rises” and the faster-than- 
fast, hair-raisingly complex 
“Strike the Iron.” And while it 
seems that fans were carping 
about the insufficient number 
of guitar solos on their previ¬ 
ous effort (no doubt because 
bassist Jon Leon did all the ax 


work himself on that one), the 
band’s ever-changing lineup 
has finally settled in with a 
pair of six-string-shreddin’ 
demons—Jake Dreyer and Will 
Wallner—who make songs like 
“Torpedo of Truth” a dual-gui- 
tar-solo monsterwerk whose 
sheer athleticism reaches 
peaks of, well, insanity. 

According to Dreyer, 
“Torpedo” was conceived as 
“a powerhouse song to show 
everybody, ‘Here’s our new 
lineup—we’re gonna take 
everything we’ve got and put 
it on 10.’” 

Indeed, White Wizzard’s 
new incarnation, which 
includes founder Leon, singer 
Joseph Michael and super¬ 
drummer Giovanni Durst, 
lets us know right from the 
git-go that Devil’s Cut shall 
be organic-sounding beast, 
not prefab horse poo. “It’s 
not Avenged Sevenfold,” says 
Dreyer. “It goes back to those 
classic-sounding records, and 
it also goes back to that ‘If 
you fuck up, people are gonna 


know’ thing, so you have to 
have your stuff down.” 

“There’s no smoke-and- 
mirrors,” adds singer Michael. 
“When you hear a vocal from 
me, there’s no crazy effects, 
no Auto-Tuning; it’s exactly 
what’s coming outta my 
mouth.” 

What’s emanating from 
Michael’s mouth are lyrics by 
Leon, a fella not real big on 
yer rock critics’ de rigueur 
“overarching lyrical themes” 
and such. There seem to be 
a lot of words about flying, 
soaring high and freedom. 

“We’re always smiling,” 
Michael says. “It’s all about 
feelings, or pussy, or some¬ 
thing. It’s all supposed to 
make you feel good.” 

The White Wizzard boys 
know all about feeling 


good—though partaking of 
weed before hitting the stage is 
an iffy proposition, apparently. 

“Psychedelics are good for 
the stage,” Dreyer says. “I did 
mushrooms once, and that 
was an interesting experience. 
But smoking or eating can¬ 
nabis before a show, you end 
up staring at the wave pattern 
of the cymbals too much.” 

“I had to stop smoking and 
switch to edibles a few years 
ago,” Michael says, “because 
a lot of the stuff I sing has 
ridiculous range, and all the 
top end is gone after one hit.” 

Michael likes to write while 
under the influence of Cali- 
style dark chocolate: “It’s way 
more of a body high, but the 
visuals are deeper. When you 
smoke, you get all these little 
light flashes outta the corner 
of your eye, but it’s superfi¬ 
cial. When you do edibles, it 
makes you kind of forget your 
surroundings—everything 
you’re experiencing is going 
deep inside.” ^

all-around good vibe is their 
need for weed. Whenever I’m 
out west rollin’ around with 
these crazy fools, it seems like 
the only sensible thing to do 
is to get skroached as fuck all 
day, every day. 

Apache front man Omar 
“Mijo” Hernandez and bass 
player Carlos “Chuck” Palacios 
grew up in El Paso, TX, on the 
solidest of golden-oldie doo- 
wops. Finding themselves in 
San Francisco, these righteous 
burnouts started churning 
out groovy, throbbing, glittery 
punk rock. The rest of Apache 
consists of lead guitarist Nick

Dan and Omar work in 
marijuana for a living. It being 
the West Coast, it is, of course, 
completely legal (at least when 
it comes to medical use), as 
well as completely mesmer¬ 
izing to us folks back east. The 
session seen in the photos here 
consisted of us smoking a $250 
salad comprising different 
types of delightful East Coast 
skroach that was delivered to 


us about 15 minutes before this 
all began. 

Andy: How do you feel now 
that High Times has brought 
me to you?

Svensk punks take prisoners 

The self-titled debut from Sweden’s Holograms 
was a revelation in fist-pumping post-punk, led by 
“ABC City,” a pulsating chant that rhymed “desola¬ 
tion” with “isolation.” The fact that these noisemak- 
ers were signed, seemingly out of nowhere, to the 
influential (if shoegazey) indie imprint Captured 
Tracks only contributed to their mystique. 

Swedish polar nights can wreak havoc on 
your seasonal-affective disorder, and Holograms’ 
cynicism was compounded by the hard times 
that befell the band last year. While the four¬ 
some were on tour, someone broke into their van 
and made off with their instruments, leaving the 
band stranded in France for two weeks with no 
dough. They took some consolation in the fact 
that, although they were cash-poor, Holograms—an 
album teeming with choppy, 
mercurial anthems—earned 
them a treasure trove of critical 
high-fives. 

About a year later, Holograms 
are already releasing their fol¬ 
low-up, Forever. No less mercu¬ 
rial in theme, the album is more 
ambitious, the jagged guitars 
softened to yield a record that’s 
more full-bodied than simply 
loud, allowing the band to avoid the sophomore 
trap of “more of the same.” While die-hards may 
miss the garage-rock sound that characterized the 
band’s debut, Forever manages to make sense of 
their multifarious expressions of cynicism. 

The album’s first single, “Flesh and Bone,” is an 
existential lament that filters ’90s-era Cure through 
an amphetamine-powered echo chamber. In the 
context of Forever, it also serves as a prelude to 
other ear-perking curiosities, such as the sweep¬ 
ing, powered-down “Attestupa” and the revved-up 
“Rush,” which oscillates between noise rock and 
Arcade Fire-esque luminescence. 

But it’s the anthemic “Meditations” that most 
viscerally bridges Holograms’ penchant for angst 
and melody. A descendant of early Bauhaus—all 
doom, gloom and spiky riffs—the track stews in a 
mantra of “Destruction!” propelled by discordant 
guitars.

Lisa generously offered 
to bring me over a brownie 
and a few yummy “Field- 
mouse bites” (heart-shaped 
kief/crumb candies) along 
with the recipe. Awesomeness 
warning: These are not your 
typical pot brownies. 

These brownies were 
originally concocted to prove 
a point. “Fieldmouse,” it turns 
out, was Sammy’s walkie-talkie 


code name when he and 
a friend would go magic- 
mushroom hunting. Clearly 
a psychonaut, the cunning 
Fieldmouse—when challenged 
as to whether marijuana has 
psychedelic properties—qua¬ 
drupled the standard 1-ounce 
dose for his brownie recipe 
and soon sent heads flying 
into space.

Thousands celebrated sensible pot policy at the second U.S. Cannabis Cup. By Mike Hughes

uvr ou know, I just have to say 
‘Thank you!’ to everyone 
in Washington who made 
this possible.” 

That feeling of deep appreciation, 
expressed by a Cup attendee who drove 
to Seattle from Idaho to try her hrst 
dab, was prevalent at the second-ever 
High Times U.S. Cannabis Cup. After 
all, the U.S. Cups—open to every adult 
age 21 and older regardless of medical 
status or residency—were made pos¬ 
sible by the successful, voter-approved 
legalization efforts in Colorado and 
Washington in November 2012. The 
very next year, throngs of cannabis 
enthusiasts from all over the world 
were able to gather and celebrate legal 
weed in those two states, and the debt 
of gratitude owed to everyone involved 
was palpable. 

After drawing record crowds with 
the premiere of the U.S. Cannabis Cup 
in Denver over the 4/20 weekend, High 
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Times rolled out the second-ever U.S. 
Cup in Seattle, Sept. 7-8. And while 
Denver was a balls-out frenzy of THC 
worship, Seattle was positively serene. 

Freemont Studios once again 
played host to the expo portion of the 
event, after having provided an excel¬ 
lent home for the 2012 Seattle Medi¬ 
cal Cannabis Cup. This time, however, 
the venue opened up an additional 
30,000 square feet of space, leaving 
the 5,000 attendees who made the 
journey to the Pacific Northwest with 
plenty of room to roam. 

Vendor booths were booming, 
giving away as many free dabs as the 
concentrate-curious could keep down 
in the designated smoking area, while 
Cup stalwarts like the Cali Connec¬ 
tion, Pink House and Grassroots 
showed off their coveted wares. And 
although the new recreational-use 
aspect of the Cup received an abun¬ 
dance of buzz, Washington medical 
patients found plenty of support as 
the state’s finest dispensaries extolled 
the virtues of their tinctures, edibles 
and potent, locally grown bud. 

Inside Freemont Studios, the pleas¬ 
antly medicated (or recreated) attend¬

S ince our first pen-sized vaporizer review was pub¬ 
lished last fall, it’s been one of the most viewed 
and referenced features on our website. It seems 
a lot of you out there want to buy vapor pens, and you 
look to us to tell you which ones to get. Well, we take that 
responsibility seriously, and with the flood of new pens on 
the market, we figured it was high time for round two. 

Our expert staff reviewed and rated 32 different devices 
based on their durability, versatility, hit/pull, stealth, style 
and ease of fill. We broke the products into categories by 
size: standard (most first-generation vapor pens), short 
(same width/style as standard but with shorter batteries/ 
tanks), minis (a flatter, smaller style typical of second- 
generation pens), cigars (fatter/longer than standard 
pens) and slims (slimmer than standard pens—compa¬ 
rable to a cigarette). 

k * Most of the products reviewed are for wax or 

B* shatter-style concentrates only, but a few can 

accommodate flowers or even oil. Some stan- 
dard and short pens boast a new develop¬ 
ment—a glass globe that attaches to the 
Bn battery, rather than a standard tank. 

These globes seem to allow 
more smoke to collect, 

Wp allowing for bigger 


hits, with the added cool effect of getting to watch the 
vape process. The downside, of course, is that they’re less 
stealthy. 

The pros and cons listed are taken directly from testers’ 
comments; the ratings are on a scale from 0 to 20, with 20 
being perfect (none were). Rather than award first, second 
and third places, we decided to bestow several honors based 
on different criteria. This way, you can choose the best pen for 
you depending on what you value most. For instance, while 
stealth may be paramount to you at a concert, or in a region 
with strict cannabis laws, medical cardholders or those in 
a legal state might care less about hiding their usage and 
more about getting the biggest, smoothest hit they can. 

We hope that the information provided will make 
it easy for you to choose the right vape for you. No m 

matter which device you choose, be sure to read the 
instructions carefully to ensure safe and effective ^B 
usage, and fully charge the battery unit before 
the first use to establish long battery life. 

Many of the companies have produced 

instructional videos to help familiarize 

consumers with their products, so M yH 

be sure to check out their web- ' 

sites for further info.

T he Arkansas River rose and 
overflowed its banks. Slowly, 
the floodwaters began 
to encroach on the rural 
outdoor garden of Marisol 
Therapeutics in Pueblo, the biggest legal 
garden in Colorado, with over 1,200 
plants just days away from harvest. 

In the dead of night, Michael Stetler, 
Marisol’s director, powered up his Bobcat 
and directed his crew to make the equiv¬ 
alent of a goal-line stand in football. His 
non-growing neighbors joined the fight, 
creating a dike-like wall to prevent the 
destruction of the garden, thereby saving 
the medicine for thousands of patients. 

Over a three-day period last Septem¬ 
ber, nearly 15 inches of rain fell in parts 
of Colorado, causing massive flooding. 
Roads and homes were washed away, 
and 14 counties applied for disaster-relief 
aid. A week later, over 500 people were 
still unaccounted for. When the rains 
finally stopped, the flood damage was in 
the billions of dollars. 

After his long night fighting back the 
Arkansas River, Stetler is relaxing—but 
only momentarily. Now that the skies 
have cleared, happier tasks are at hand, 
such as harvesting. 

“We’re cutting down our first plant 
today. That was close,” Stetler says with 


a sigh of relief. “We depend heavily on 
these plants. We’ve got a big staff at our 
dispensary and in the garden. A lot of 
people depend on the revenue in order to 
live. And we need the money to expand.” 

Stetler expects to purchase three 
greenhouses in order to tend his plants 
year-round. The past couple of years have 
strained Marisol’s finances. Its original 
gardens and greenhouse were forced to 
move after zoning laws prohibited their 


location. Now, Marisol’s cannabis produc¬ 
tion is finally back to full speed. 

Marisol is a vertically integrated 
operation: It cultivates and processes 
its own medicine—all of which is grown 
outdoors—sells that medicine in its own 
dispensary, and will soon market its 
own line of edibles. Marisol’s products 
are known statewide, and the company 
is firmly entrenched in Colorado’s new 
marijuana economy. 
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Oregon

A thousand miles away, in 

the renowned pot-growing 
empire known as the 
Emerald Triangle (which 
comprises Humboldt, Trin¬ 
ity and Mendocino counties), growers 
are gearing up for outdoor harvests as 
well. While the high altitudes of Colo¬ 
rado force most growers inside, Northern 
California’s gardens are virtually all out¬ 
doors. With its mild climate and a legacy 
of producing the nation’s best cannabis, 
the Emerald Triangle has become the 
mecca for outdoor pot: Ripening gardens 
are everywhere this time of year—and 
they are huge. Growers on stepladders 
tend to their 14-footers, with expecta¬ 
tions of harvesting six to nine pounds 
per plant. Unfortunately, the market for 
their product is somewhat askew. Con¬ 
sider the experience of one grower. 

“I went to one prominent Bay Area 
dispensary and was offered a price of 
$1,800 a pound,” he says. “Then I discov¬ 
ered they were buying indoor pounds 
for $3,800.1 asked why. The dispensary’s 
product director answered, The cost for 
indoor growers is $1,200 to $1,400 more 
per pound than outdoor. If they don’t get 
it, they can’t make it.’ 

“What kind of backwards economics 
is this?” the grower asks rhetorically. 
“Because I can produce the exact same 
product cheaper, I should receive less 
for it?” 

What’s even more galling is that Cali¬ 
fornia dispensaries rarely sell outdoor 
cannabis at a proportional discount; 
the retail costs for eighths, both indoor 
and outdoor, are remarkably similar. “It 
makes me wonder,” the grower says: “Are 
outdoor growers indirectly subsidizing 
the indoor industry?” 

It’s an interesting question. Indoor pot 
is cultivated, harvested and processed in 
cycles of three to four months. During 
flowering, the plants get 12 hours of 
darkness and 12 hours of light generated 
by grow lamps, to imitate the natural 
duration and spectrum of sunlight. Of 
course, indoor growers don’t have to deal 
with unfavorable weather conditions, 
but their carbon footprint is immense. 
Furthermore, the artificial environment 
is much more vulnerable to certain types 
of pests, because the natural predators 
that control their numbers are absent. So 
it’s hardly a surprise that outdoor grow¬ 
ers insist that sun-grown plants possess 
certain flavor characteristics derived 
from their natural environment. And lab 
testing has certainly shown that their 
potency is comparable to indoor bud. 
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T he director of Camp Cool 
Farms in northern Men¬ 
docino County doesn’t 
disagree, but he places the 
blame on dispensaries for 
fostering the implication that outdoor 
weed is inferior. “They’ll say that out¬ 
door bud has dirt or mold or mildew or 
fungus or animal hair,” he explains. “Yes, 
those are contaminants—but indoor pot 
is treated with fungicides and insecti¬ 
cides to ward off pests. Do consumers 
prefer that? My feeling is that consum¬ 
ers don’t care whether their product is 
grown indoors or outdoors. But they 
do care whether it’s healthy, safe and 
organic. And if they care about that, 
then they usually care about the carbon 
footprint required to produce it.” 

However, as a longtime commercial 
grower, he concedes that indoor growers 
do possess a market advantage. “There 
are commercial reasons for these price 
gaps,” he says. “When outdoor grow¬ 
ers harvest, they come to dispensaries 
with pounds of pot—sometimes 50 to 80 
pounds at a time. Dispensaries don’t want 
that much; they can’t afford it, and they 
have no place to store it. Indoor grow¬ 
ers have the advantage of being able to 
promise on-time delivery; they can bring

in new, different products every week, 
and dispensaries won’t get stuck with a 
surplus. Also, dispensaries can pre-order 
from their regular suppliers and make 
sure they get the hot new strain.” 

Regardless of these price gaps, outdoor 
pot continues to drive the economies 
of rural Northern Cali. Some logging 
remains here—some cattle raising, too— 
but cannabis is the backbone of these 
communities. In years past, politicians 
bemoaned the prevalence of the pot 


industry, but no more. The revenue gener¬ 
ated from cannabis has funded school 
programs, volunteer fire departments, 
environmental projects, arts programs 
and much else. Furthermore, the grow¬ 
ers have laid the foundation for ancillary 
businesses—those that support and sup¬ 
ply the cultivation industry, creating new 
jobs in these communities. 

Of course, not everyone sees things 
that way. Those who seek to demonize 
the cannabis industry are always trying 
to find an audience. A couple of years 
ago, plans were underway in Ukiah, Men¬ 
docino’s county seat, to build a new mall. 
Marijuana enforcement had been made a 
“lowest law-enforcement priority” for the 
county, but a coalition of business lead¬ 
ers was taking issue because local young 
people weren’t clamoring for the new 
minimum-wage jobs that the mall would 
offer. Instead, they were taking jobs as 
trimmers in the “illegal” pot industry. 

“That was weird,” says the Camp Cool 
Farms director. “They were insisting that 
young people take menial dead-end jobs 
rather than engage in skilled labor that 
pays $20 an hour. What newcomers and 
outsiders don’t understand is that the 
industry is here to stay. It’s evolving all 
the time, and it’s our duty to shepherd it.”

such grow that was 
polluting creeks and 
creating trash dumps: 
They chopped down the plants and left 
them in a pile. 

In rugged Trinity County, a region 
of steep mountains and abundant, 
sometimes dangerous wildlife, B.E. 
Smith and members of his family have 
just begun cutting down plants. B.E. has 
been growing for 34 years, despite being 
interrupted for a little over two seasons 
(27 months) after he was jailed in 1999 
for growing 87 plants. But jail didn’t 
stop him; B.E. was back growing the 
first spring following his release. 

He’s a simple, honest man. For B.E., a 
decorated Vietnam vet, growing mari¬ 
juana is a demonstration of freedom. “In 
order to be a free man, you gotta have 
a choice; if you don’t, you aren’t free. 
Democracy is the most vile form of gov¬ 
ernment ever invented. Why? Because 50 
percent plus one means they can tell you 
what to do. Nobody’s telling me to do,” 
B.E. says firmly. 

Growing cannabis in tiny Denny, CA, 


deep in the mountains of Trinity County, 
suits him perfectly. B.E. grows his own 
strains—Tragic (Magic x Areata Train- 
wreck) and Purple x Tragic—and that’s 
all. He calls himself a “private man,” 
but admits to feeling a responsibility to 
inform his fellow Americans that they’ve 
lost sight of freedom’s true meaning. 

He’s in the process of writing a book and 
wants to lecture. He’s highly critical of 
both the government and its citizens. 

“I’ve watched politicians try to demon¬ 
ize cannabis for years,” B.E. says. “They’ve 
put people in jail, tried to tell America 
that cannabis will undermine morals, 
done everything they could to stop ’em. 

“But guess what?” he adds. “Ameri¬ 
cans didn’t listen. Cannabis is here to 
stay. The industry is getting stronger, 
and more people are convinced that it’s 
a good thing. That’s the America that 
I want to see—questioning the govern¬ 
ment, making its own decisions. If 
Americans can see the truth with canna¬ 
bis, maybe we can stop the government 
from trying to convince us that all these 
wars are necessary.” 


I n Sonoma County to the south, 
James Loud is visiting one of 
the gardens in the Loud Seeds 
network. Loud Seeds, one of the 
newest, most successful seed com¬ 
panies, has won a host of awards for its 
strains—including the top prize for best 
hybrid (Loud Scout, a Girl Scout Cookies x 
Platinum OG Kush) at the 2012 Cannabis 
Cup. James has just moved Loud Seeds to 
Spain and released 22 different strains. 
The business model for Loud Seeds entails 
contracting with top growers and breed¬ 
ers to produce the company’s products. 

This particular garden requires a 
number of workers—especially over¬ 
night security, as harvest time increases 
the threat of thievery. Also, with illegal 
growers located a little too uncomfort¬ 
ably nearby, tending gardens on sections 
of private land without permission, 
tensions are already high. In fact, locals 
took matters into their own hands when 
law enforcement declined to raid one 
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Buds and Roses is following a straight and narrow path to 
A. ascendance in the cannabis industry.

merica’s history is checkered with (sometimes violent) episodes of industrial 
workers fighting for better wages and working conditions. The 1912 textile strike 
in Lawrence, MA, which many historians call the “Bread and Roses strike,” saw 
20,000 workers organize along ethnic lines to protest discrimination and unfair pay cuts. 
The workers found inspiration in the 1911 poem by James Oppenheim, who wrote: “Our 
lives shall not be sweated from birth until life closes; / Hearts starve as well as bodies; 
give us bread, but give us roses!” “Bread” represented a living wage; “roses” referred to the 
workers’ desire for simple dignity.

Coining a name from that famous 
phrase for your medical marijuana dis¬ 
pensary—Buds and Roses—isn’t just an 
exercise in cleverness. There are parallels. 

All of us want buds in the literal sense, 
but we also demand dignity as a commu¬ 
nity. In Los Angeles, the cannabis indus¬ 
try has been at the mercy of arbitrary, 
sometimes whimsical oversight by local 
politicians ever since California’s historic 
passage of Proposition 215, which legal¬ 
ized medical marijuana. At one point, 
there were over 1,200 dispensaries in 
the city. That was reduced to about 700. 
Then came a City Council attempt to ban 
dispensaries altogether. Now, following a 
May ballot measure, only 135 will be per¬ 
mitted to stay in business. Some 100,000 
LA-area patients will be looking for buds; 
just about everyone we know who likes 
pot is still looking for dignity. 

In 2006, Buds and Roses was the 17th 
dispensary to be registered with the city 
of Los Angeles. Until 2010, it had been a 
struggling business with few customers. 

Enter Aaron Justis. He’d owned a retail 
store for cell phones and satellite-TV 
installation; he’d also been a real-estate 
agent and owned several properties. He 
was an entrepreneur, but he was also an 
activist who, inspired by a meeting with

the late Jack Herer, started up his own 
hemp-clothing company, J-Wear, and won 
the award for Best New Hemp Product 
at the 1999 Cannabis Cup in Amsterdam. 
While there, Aaron met Kyle Kushman, 
the cultivation editor of High Times at the 
time, who would turn out to be a future 
friend in college. 

The fact is, Aaron had always been 
involved in the cannabis industry in his 
home state of Illinois—and as Califor¬ 
nia’s industry gained momentum, so did 
his eagerness to be a part of it. By 2007, 
he was back on the West Coast scoping 
out the Cali scene, accompanied by his 
friend Tyler Wadleigh, a fellow grower 
from Illinois who’d been hanging with 
Aaron ever since they met at a skate 
park at the tender age of 11. 

The pair visited Oaksterdam Univer¬ 
sity and attended that year’s NORML 
conference in California, where Kyle 
was a speaker. “We reunited right there,” 


Aaron says. “Within 24 hours, we were at 
his house in Mendocino County checking 
out his garden.” 

Tyler recalls being blown away by 
what greeted his eyes at Kushman’s 
place: “The quality of his crop was some¬ 
thing I’d never seen. He had a mind-set 
about his plants that both Aaron and I 
had never encountered.” 

Kyle served as HTs cultivation edi¬ 
tor for five years, but growing pot—as 
opposed to writing about it—turned out 
to be his true calling. After leaving the 
magazine, he became firmly entrenched 
in Cali’s grow scene, where his fascina¬ 
tion with Veganics and producing safe, 
100 percent toxin-free pot became a 
ruling passion. 

“Veganics is short for ‘vegan organic,”’ 
Kyle explains. “It’s as old as organics is. 

It’s nothing new; certainly it’s nothing I 
created. With Veganics, you use the best 
of organics, but you remove all of the 
animal products. Moving toward legaliza¬ 
tion, I’m thinking of the day when there 
are tens of thousands of growers who may 
live in urban high-rises. Do you want to 
have fertilizers like guano—bat poop—in 
your home with your children and pets? 
Veganics is so much better for container 
gardening because, with organics, by the 
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end of the cycle, you’ve got a breakdown: 
Once the nutrition is leached away, you’re 
left with poo, you’re left with garbage, 
you’re left with residue that never fully 
breaks down. The only thing left after you 
metabolize the nutrition using Veganics is 
complex carbohydrates.” 

Aaron says that when he took over 
as Buds and Roses’ president in 2010, 

“We aimed to be the most professional 
example of a dispensary we could. We 
followed all of the rules, got involved with 
local activism and the local neighborhood 
councils, and fought to get regulations in 
LA that would work. Once we got the ball 
rolling, Tyler and I moved our families out 
here permanently.” 

Kushman came on board too, moving 
down from Mendo and completing the 
Kushman Genetics/Buds and Roses team. 

“The marketplace in LA has been very 
unstable, due to the lack of regulation and 
random law enforcement, so we haven’t 
wanted to grow too big,” Aaron says. “We 
grew the business slow, following the 
most professional and best business prac¬ 
tices we could. We sought out the best 
legal advice, the best accountants, the best 
products—and we barely advertised. We 
followed many of the same procedures as

the best dispensaries in Northern Califor¬ 
nia. I toured them, consulted with them, 
and learned how to run a dispensary 
properly. We wanted to show that dispen¬ 
saries can be involved in the community 
and make it a better place.” 

Their grow op has remained small and 
carefully controlled as well. Tyler, who now 
serves as cultivation director, says: “It’s all 
about building a foundation. Quality is eas¬ 
ier to control with a small staff, comprised 
of people you trust who are like-minded 
and believe in the future of the plant 
We’re like a micro-brewery: Our goal is to 
someday produce on a larger scale—but 
we want to maintain quality, too. So we’re 
investigating all of the new technology that 
will allow that to happen. You’ve got to find 
the balance between remaining hands-on 
and in touch with your plants and achiev¬ 
ing maximum production.” 


To be sure, the consensus regarding 
the quality of their buds continues to 
deepen. At the last four High Times Can¬ 
nabis Cups held in the States, Buds and 
Roses walked away with multiple awards, 
including the top prizes at this year’s U.S. 
Cannabis Cups in Denver and Seattle for 
Veganic Girl Scout Cookies and Veganic 
Strawberry Cough. 

Much of the credit can be given to the 
combination of best practices and the 
shared vision of quality. Kyle founded 
Kushman Genetics and has been perfect¬ 
ing strains for the past 20 years. His seed 
company, which also includes champi¬ 
onship strains like Strawberry Cough, 
Cherry Lopez, Alpha Dawg and Silverback 
Grape Ape, is now a part of the fledgling 
Buds and Roses empire. Additionally, 
Kushman and his team just released Vega- 
matrix this past October, a new Veganic 
nutrient that will help growers produce 
smoother, cleaner crops. They’ve also 
teamed up with vendors like The Venice 
Cooking Company to provide the best 
edibles. “We seek out the best products in 
the industry,” Aaron says. “The regula¬ 
tions in LA don’t allow us to have our own 
kitchen, so we just partner up with the 
best edible companies out there.” 
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Perhaps the most intriguing develop¬ 
ment is a Kushman Genetics partner¬ 
ship with stoner-comedy legend Tommy 
Chong. “We started a nice little rooftop 
garden for Tommy” Kyle says. “We’ve 
created a strain for Chong, a separate 
strain for Cheech and then a third, 
actual Cheech & Chong strain. It’s very 
exciting to be working with these guys— 
American icons.” 

The reach of Aaron Justis and his 
partners now extends beyond this 
country’s shores. Last February, Czech 
President Vaclav Klaus signed legisla¬ 
tion that now makes it legal in the 
Czech Republic for citizens to use mari¬ 
juana medicinally. It can be imported 
or grown locally by registered firms 
who have been licensed by the govern¬ 
ment. Buds and Roses have been con¬ 
tracted by one of these firms seeking to 
duplicate their success model. 

“We’re trying to capitalize on our 
standing in the community,” Aaron 
notes. “We love the medical cannabis 
industry. I think one of the best things 
we can do, for patients and for the 
community, is to operate on the front 
lines as a professional, well-run organi¬ 
zation that pays taxes and works with 
the community.” ^

As an economic boom sweeps over Asia, 
so does a new drug epidemic. Yaba, a form of 
methamphetamine mixed with caffeine and 
flavoring, is fast becoming the go-to drug on 
the continent and the preferred high for those 
who want to work hard and party harder.

W hen it comes to yaba, Tarique started young. 

Though he’s only 24, it’s been a long road, vis¬ 
ible in his pallid complexion and scrawny frame. 

It all began at his brother’s wedding: Amid the glitz and 
uproar of a Bangladeshi celebration, Tarique, then just 14, got 
his first taste of the vanilla-scented fumes of yaba, a small 
pink pill that is rapidly sweeping Asia, its rise powered not 
just by its saccharine aroma, but also by its primary active 
ingredient—methamphetamine. 

Bangladesh is the latest country 
to fall for this neatly packaged 
dose of stimulants that includes 
caffeine, vanilla flavorings and 
bulking agents along with the 
meth. It’s usually smoked off tin- 
foil, as the pill melts and the user 
inhales plumes of vanilla-scented 
vapor. A densely populated nation 
of some 150 million people, Ban¬ 
gladesh is now on the front lines 
of the yaba epidemic, with Jane’s 
Intelligence Review, the respected 
journal on international security, 
asserting that the trafficking orga¬ 
nization in nearby Burma “is deliberately providing a promo¬ 
tional rate for exports to Bangladesh.” 

Burma (also known as Myanmar), by far the largest producer 
of yaba, is a country whose borderlands are often beyond the 
reach of the government, which only recently became a nomi¬ 
nally civilian entity after almost 50 years of military rule. These 
hinterlands are home to rebel outfits like the United Wa State 
Army (UWSA)—an armed ethnic insurgent group that is believed 
to have tens of thousands of members—which have found the 
lucrative yaba trade to be their new calling, often in connivance 
with a corrupt central government. Jane’s notes that “uncon¬ 
firmed media reports of uniformed UWSA personnel seen in the 
[Burmese] border town of Maungdaw in 2010 raise the possibil¬ 
ity of a UWSA trading office having been set up there.” 

According to Bertil Lintner, a veteran journalist and author 
of Merchants of Madness, the seminal work on the trade: “The 
United Wa State Army is by far the main player and controls 
large chunks of territory along the Chinese frontier [with 
Burma] in the northeast, and a smaller base area adjacent to 
Thailand in the south. Inside this area, yaba producers can set 
up labs and pay ‘taxes’ to the UWSA.” 


More Profitable Than Heroin 

For generations, heroin was the most profitable drug produced 
in the border area between Burma, Thailand and Laos known 
as the Golden Triangle, with the profits often being used to 
fund various insurgencies. Professor Alfred McCoy detailed this 
trade in his book The Politics of Heroin in South East Asia, in 
which he alleges that the anticommunist Chinese nationalists 
known as the Kuomintang (KMT), in exile in northern Burma, 
produced and sold heroin with the help of the CIA to fund their 
operations. Indeed, he quotes one KMT commander as saying: 
“We have to continue to fight the evil of Communism, and to 
fight you must have an army, and an army must have guns, and 
to buy guns you must have money. In these mountains, the only 
money is opium.” 

Over the course of several decades, however, a complex series 
of political events led to the rise of the multibillion-dollar yaba 
industry, which has largely supplanted the heroin trade. For one 
thing, in 1989, the Communist Party of Burma imploded in a 
coup. Chinese funding for the country dried up and a new entity, 
the UWSA, was born. After years of insurgency, the rebel group 
signed a peace deal with the Burmese military government that 
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had “business opportunities implicit in 
the agreement,” according to Jane’s Intel¬ 
ligence Review, which also states that “the 
leading pioneer of the shift into meth- 
amphetamine was Wei Xuegang, a senior 
UWSA commander.” 

Meanwhile, in Thailand in the late 
1980s, a variant of methamphetamine 
known as yama (horse drug) started to 
gain popularity, primarily among truck 
drivers who needed to stay up all night. 
Yama’ s surge in popularity came about, 
ironically, after the Thai government 
banned the sale of conventional amphet¬ 
amines in 1988. Soon Thai students also 
began using yama, which was produced 
and sold illegally. In 1996, as the Thai 
police started to encounter its effects on 
young users, they coined a new name for 
it— yaba (madness drug). 

With the market in Thailand opening 
up, producers like Wei Xuegang sensed 


an opportunity to shift from heroin, 
which had long been a profitable export, 
to yaba because, as Jane’s notes, it was 
a potent stimulant, “far better suited to 
markets in a region embarking on rapid 
economic growth.” It was also easier to 
produce than heroin and less reliant on 
erratic harvests. 

Emerging Markets 

Yaba grew slowly in the 1990s, with the 
exports largely confined to Thailand. By 
the turn of the millennium, Thailand’s 
version of the DEA, the Office of Narcot¬ 
ics Control Board, estimated that one 
billion of these small pink pills were being 
smuggled across the border annually. 

This situation could hardly escape the 
attention of Thai politicians. In 2003, 
Thailand’s prime minister, Thaksin Shi- 
nawatra, declared war on the yaba trade. 
In a single year, Thai police killed 2,500 


alleged users and dealers of the drug, 
all without trial. It soon became clear to 
yaba producers that they needed to open 
new markets. 

That’s when yaba started to appear in 
Bangladesh. Tarique says his habit began 
in 2003, after he tried it at his brother’s 
wedding. “I used to take it to hang out 
with my friends and roam around, just 
to have fun—but after a while it changed 
me; it changed my mentality. After having 
it, I didn’t feel like talking to anyone. I 
was all alone. I was freaking out because 
of a little pin-drop of sound ... I mean 
paranoia ,” he adds. 

Tarique is seated in the C RE A rehab 
center in Dhaka, the capital of Bangla¬ 
desh. He says his honeymoon with yaba 
lasted four years—and then things became 
increasingly desperate. “I took 300,000 
taka [$3,750] that was meant for my exam 
registration and spent that on yaba, and 
then I ran away from home. That’s when 
my parents knew I was into yaba’,’ he 
says. “I spent the money in seven days— 
it’s a lot of money.” 

He also started dealing to fund his 
habit. “Once people become addicted, 
they have to,” he says. “The bigger dealers 
will give you yaba pills for free.” Tarique 
would then sell them to his friends. “My 
dealer was the biggest dealer in Dhaka— 
he still is. He takes them from Teknaf, 
near Burma, and then he brings it over 
here. He was not from a wealthy family; 
he doesn’t take drugs. He does it because 
of money—to survive.” The dealer would 
give Tarique around 100 pills at 10 a.m.; 
by 5 p.m., he would be sold out. 

Tarun Kanti Gayen, the director of the 
CREA rehab center where Tarique is being 
treated, says: “Before 2011, we were receiv¬ 
ing yaba clients, but the numbers were 
very low—80 percent of our clients were 
heroin users .... Since 2011, the numbers 
started rising, and right now around 60 to 
70 percent are yaba users.” 

According to Shafiq Ur Rahman, the 
director general of police in Chittagong, 
Bangladesh’s second-largest city, which 
is close to the Burmese border, they 
first noticed a growth in smuggling five 
years ago. Since then, interdiction rates 
suggest an incredible growth in the yaba 
trade. In 2008, the Bangladeshi authori¬ 
ties seized some 36,000 pills. One year 
later, that number had risen to 130,000. 
By 2012, the exponential growth in 
the drug’s popularity led to seizures of 
nearly two million pills in a single year. 
Authorities in Thailand estimate that 
these seizures represent only 10 percent 
of what is actually being smuggled, since 
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law enforcement in Bangladesh has far 
fewer resources than in Thailand. 

Aiding the trade is rampant corrup¬ 
tion. Tarique alleges police connivance: 
“Even the police are dealers over there 
[in his neighborhood]. You won’t believe 
me, but it’s true.” He also claims that his 
dealer set him up. Tarique was scheduled 
to receive a delivery of 700 pills, but then 
the cops suddenly showed up, confis¬ 
cated the drugs, released his dealer and 
put Tarique in prison. 

“I cried for days—hell is better than 
jail,” Tarique says. In Bangladesh, ordinary 
criminals are mixed with the lifers, who 
would “forcefully try and make love,” as 
well as beat up newcomers. The jail was 
also awash in drugs. He got out after 
three weeks, but only because his family 
was able to bribe a judge. 

“A Well-Organized Export Drive” 

Yaba is cheap to make, which means it’s 
especially attractive as a source of profits. 
One pill costs around nine cents to pro¬ 
duce in a lab in northern Burma. By the 
time the pills reach the town of Maung- 
daw on the Burma-Bangladesh border, 
they fetch around 25 cents apiece. Once 
the shipment crosses the border, the 
pills have been marked up to 60 cents

each; then the price virtually doubles at 
every step as the pills move closer to the 
Bangladeshi capital. Once in Dhaka, a 
good pill will cost around $6.25 on the 
street, with lower-quality pills going for 
around $3. 

“Nowadays, everybody is selling yaba- 
yon can find it across the street” from the 
rehab center, Tarique says. “Four to five 
years back, it was rare, but now it’s dan¬ 
gerous ... you can find yaba everywhere.” 
He adds that you can even have the pills 
delivered to your house, often by poor 
young children enlisted as couriers. 

Despite the booming trade, CREA 
director Tarun argues that “the demand 
is not created by the users. Yes, it is 
maintained by the users,” he adds, “but 
in the initiation phase, the demand is 
created by the peddlers or dealers—so it’s 


all about the availability of the drug.” His 
argument is corroborated by the research 
conducted by Jane’s, which notes: “The 
striking surge since 2009 and the distance 
of the Bangladesh border from produc¬ 
tion centers in Shan State [in northeast 
Burma] appear to reflect a well-organized 
export drive rather than a more gradual 
growth in the user-base.” 

Bangladesh is indeed a fertile market. 
The country has a population of over 
150 million, almost three times that of 
Thailand. While the majority of people 
are still very poor, the country’s economy, 
like many in Asia, is growing fast, at 
around 5 to 6 percent every year. This 
has meant a burgeoning middle class. 
And since Bangladesh is also a Muslim- 
majority nation, alcohol is banned and 
hard to come by, which means that 
students or affluent young people are 
short on ideas for fun on a Friday night 
(or Tuesday daytime for some). 

The country’s drug culture, meanwhile, 
is also evolving. Up until the 1980s, few 
narcotics were consumed in Bangladesh 
except for marijuana. This was a tradi¬ 
tional, even spiritual practice that saw 
government-registered dispensaries sell¬ 
ing pot over the counter. Rural communi¬ 
ties still grow their own bush weed and 
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relieve a hard day in the fields with a toke. 
However, an official ban on marijuana in 
the 1980s soon saw heroin flooding the 
market. 

“Ganja was restricted from the 1980s 
under the military rule of Ershadsays 
Tarun, referring to Hussain Muhammad 
Ershad, the Bangladeshi autocrat who 
ruled from 1983 to 1990. “After that, we 
saw a rise in the use of hard drugs—so 
maybe there is a correlation.” 

As a result of the ganja ban, Bangla¬ 
deshis replaced marijuana with heroin 
and, latterly, yaba. Many suspect that 
Ershad’s business associates were involved 
in the heroin trade. Moreover, Ershad was 
staunchly pro-American during the Cold 
War. Bearing in mind that heroin in Ban¬ 
gladesh has always been of Afghan origin, 
it certainly raises the question why the 
sudden influx occurred at precisely the 
time that pro-American forces in Afghani¬ 
stan were producing heroin to fund the 
anti-Soviet insurgency. 

Heroin is still very cheap and preva¬ 
lent in Bangladesh. Tarun estimates that 
a small packet or hit retails for around 
60 cents—around 10 times less than 
the cost of a good yaba pill, despite the 
fact that yaba is easier to produce. But 
heroin is considered “a low-class drug;

it’s not a drug of the gentleman,” Tarun 
explains. “Yaba is white-collar, so those 
who take yaba are higher-class, because 
it’s expensive.” 

The predominance of yaba is also tied 
to the ascent of modern Asia. Much like 
the growth of cocaine use in the West in 
the 1980s, yaba fits with the accelerated 
times. According to Tarun, business execu¬ 
tives and directors will take a break and 
bust out some pink pills and tinfoil for a 
quick mid-afternoon meth binge and then 
“work beyond their schedule.” 

While the Bangladeshi government is 
“not very sensitive” to the issue, Tarun 
says, that is beginning to change. In 
August, the country witnessed perhaps 
its most sensational crime involving 
the drug. A teenager named Oishee had 


become accustomed to going out and 
doing yaba with her friends. Her police¬ 
man father became aware that some¬ 
thing was up, so he grounded her. So 
frustrated was Oishee with her punish¬ 
ment that she drugged both her par¬ 
ents—and once they were sound asleep, 
she stabbed them to death. 

Tarun says that he has seen a marked 
increase in psychiatric problems in the 
people at his rehab center since the start 
of the yaba boom, with as many as 64 
percent of yaba users being afflicted, com¬ 
pared to only 10 percent of heroin users. 

It is clear from across the region, then, 
that not only have governments failed 
to stem the flow of yaba, but that they 
have often also prepared the ground by 
criminalizing more benign substances. 
And in a pattern familiar from our own 
War on Drugs, while interdiction rates 
have reached record highs, the growth 
of yaba’s popularity shows no signs of 
slowing. Tarique cites people he knows 
who “are frequently going to Burma and 
coming back to Bangladesh—from them 
we know the Burmese authorities are not 
taking the appropriate steps.” Likewise 
for the authorities in his own nation: “For 
some unknown reason, they are not tak¬ 
ing the appropriate action.” #

What was the tipping point 
for you-the moment when 
you decided to come forward, 
admit that you’d been wrong, 
and start re-examining the 
issue of medical marijuana 
from a whole new perspective? 

Well, I think it was a 
couple of things. The hrst 
one was looking through a 
lot of academic papers on 
the subject, using the same 
medical-journal search 
engines that you have access 
to, and realizing just how 
many studies of medical mari¬ 
juana were actually designed 
to try to find harms—some¬ 
thing like 90 percent of them, 
while only about 6 percent, 
according to my calculations, 
were looking for any benefits. 
And so I began to wonder if 
that wasn’t creating a very 
distorted picture. 

As a researcher and a 
reporter, I decided to dig a 
little deeper. I started to make 
phone calls to people in labs 
all over the world to look at 
the bigger picture. 

That came hrst, but the 
biggest factor was spending 
significant amounts of time 
with patients who use can¬ 
nabis: meeting them, looking 
at their medical records, 
talking with their physicians 
and reviewing their treat¬ 
ment courses, including all 
the other options they had 
exhausted before trying 
medical marijuana. I saw with 
my own eyes the objective 
impact of cannabis on their 


particular conditions. These 
weren’t anecdotal stories; 
these were a collection of 
individuals who I eventually 
realized were emblematic of 
something much larger. 

Was there a particular case that 
had an emotional impact on 
you, in addition to a scientific 
one? 

Charlotte Figi, who was 
featured in my Weed docu¬ 
mentary—she has Dravet’s 
Syndrome, a very intractable 
form of epilepsy. I heard about 
her story before I met her and 
even talked with her physi¬ 
cians, which gave me some 
idea of her overall picture. And 
her condition overlaps with 
my main area of interest and 
expertise in neurosurgery. So 
when I finally met this 5-year- 
old girl, who I knew had been 
on seven different anti¬ 
epileptics and was still having 
300 seizures a week, and saw 
that now she uses medical 
marijuana and only has two 
seizures a month—that made 
an indelible impact. 

To think that she could 
be emblematic of so many 
kids with Dravet’s and other 
convulsive disorders, that was 
a very significant moment for 
me—not just as a doctor, but 
on a personal level, too. 

Given how high the stakes are 
for patients like Charlotte, and 
countless others whose access 
to medical marijuana is a life- 
or-death issue, it’s incredibly 
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confounding that this safe, all¬ 
natural option remains illegal 
federally and in so many states. 
As a leading voice in both the 
media and the medical estab¬ 
lishment, can you explain why 
these two institutions have so 
profoundly failed to make this 
kind of information available 
to the American public in a 
timely and objective manner? 

That’s tough to answer. 
Certainly, I’ve apologized for 
contributing to this myself. 

The biggest problem is that, 
if you’re looking at the medical 
literature in this country to 
get a sense of what marijuana 
is all about and where the 
research is pointing, you get 
a distorted image. The whole 
infrastructure by which medi¬ 
cal marijuana can be studied is 
very challenging. At the heart 
of the approval process is the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse [NIDA], whose very 
mission is to study the harms 
of drugs. Still, I don’t know if 
that’s so much an excuse as 
an explanation—because if 
you do dive into the studies 
and follow the science, you 
will eventually see that there’s 
something else going on. 

In your apology, you used the 
term “systematically misled,” 
which means people within 
the government are knowingly 
deceiving us. Why? What do 
they have to gain? 

First of all, when I say 
“systematically misled,” I 
don’t mean just the govern¬ 
ment. Obviously, the govern¬ 
ment has played a big role in 
this, but there are others as 
well. I’m probably telling you 
things you already know, but 
if you look at the trajectory of 
these laws going back to the 
late 1930s, there were a lot of 
different mechanisms at play. 
Back then, marijuana was 
still part of the [US] Phar¬ 
macopeia, meaning doctors 
could legitimately prescribe 
it—so it was threatening to 
the emerging pharmaceutical 
companies of that time. You 
also had marijuana’s cousin, 
hemp, which was threatening

to many other industries. And 
so you get things like Reefer 
Madness, funded in part by 
William Randolph Hearst 
and DuPont Chemicals. Then, 
shortly after alcohol prohibi¬ 
tion ended, we got our first 
version of the Drug Czar, 
whose mission soon included 
targeting marijuana. 

How about what’s going on right 
now? When we look at all of 
the conventional pharmaceuti¬ 
cal drugs that medical mari¬ 
juana can potentially reduce 
or replace, do you think this 
ongoing attempt to mislead the 
public is being undertaken in 
part to protect the profits of the 
Big Pharma corporations that 
produce and sell those drugs? 

It might be. I don’t want to 
get into the realm of conjecture 
here. But I do think that when 
you look at pain pills and that 
part of the pharmaceutical 
industry ... well, that’s a big 
industry. And we also know 
that some of the syndromes 
that these pain pills are sup¬ 
posed to be treating, they just 
don’t work very well for those— 
neuropathic pain, for example. 
Meanwhile, there’s two pretty 
darn good papers that talk 
about marijuana as being effi¬ 
cacious for neuropathic pain. 


So it’s clear that marijuana 
could be a very legitimate 
option to treat some of these 
pain syndromes, and that 
could raise some concerns for 
people who like it the way it is. 

Now that you’ve seen the light 
when it comes to marijuana, 
does it make you look at other 
aspects of conventional medi¬ 
cine with increased skepti¬ 
cism? Put another way: If the 
government, the media and the 
medical establishment have 
been so wrong about mari¬ 
juana for 70 years, how can we 
trust them when it comes to 
any other aspect of our nation’s 
health care? 

I think a healthy dose of 
skepticism is always good, but 
I don’t want to overstate that. 
I think the issues surround¬ 
ing marijuana are somewhat 
unique. Still, I’ve done a lot of 
reporting regarding the use of 
various prescription medica¬ 
tions, including the stunning 
fact that roughly every 19 
minutes, an American dies of 
accidental prescription-drug 
overdose. That’s not a number 
that you hear very much—nor 
the fact that people take these 
narcotic medications for years 
on end, when we know that 
after six months, not only 


do they stop working very 
well, they can actually lead 
to hyperalgesia syndromes 
where you experience more 
pain, including in areas where 
you didn’t have pain before, 
causing you to take even more 
of the substance. 

So I’m skeptical in the sense 
that we don’t hear enough 
about this. And I think that 
digging deeper and really look¬ 
ing into that is important. 

All of those pharmaceutical 
companies are heavy advertis¬ 
ers in the media. Does that play 
a role in the kind of reporting 
we see on this issue? 

I can speak for myself and 
say, honestly, that’s not some¬ 
thing that’s ever impacted my 
reporting. Prior to my current 
investigation of medical mari¬ 
juana, I actually did an entire 
documentary looking at 
prescription-drug overdoses. 
But overall, I just don’t know. 

Since legitimate marijuana 
studies looking at the plant’s 
medical benefits can be 
blocked by NIDA’s refusal to 
provide federally legal can¬ 
nabis for research purposes, 
how do we overcome that 
monopoly on supply and get 
this research moving forward? 

Again, I don’t know. It 
will be interesting to see if 
the states will be able to take 
some of this on. I actually 
went down to the farm in 
Mississippi where the only 
federally legal medical supply 
is cultivated, and they’re not 
even growing any marijuana 
this year—even though there’s 
demand for it from a research 
standpoint. Also, the mari¬ 
juana that’s grown there is 
not very heterogeneous; it’s 
one very particular variety. 
And when I look at cases like 
Charlotte, the little girl with 
Dravet’s we discussed earlier, 
you see how important it is to 
have different strains of mari¬ 
juana with different concen¬ 
trations of THC and CBD. 

Meanwhile, it’s very confus¬ 
ing for everybody right now 
when it comes to predicting 
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how the relationship 
between the states and 
the Feds is going to play 
out over the next few 
years. But from a purely 
scientific perspective, there 
may be some opportunities 
opening up if the federal 
government will at least 
step aside and allow the 
states to fund this research. 

Are you familiar with efforts 
by an organization called the 
Multidisciplinary Associa¬ 
tion for Psychedelic Studies 
to create a second federal 
facility to grow medical 
marijuana for FDA-approved 
research studies? In 2007, 
one of the DEA’s own 
administrative-law judges 
recommended granting a 
license to open this second 
facility, but DEA administra¬ 
tors dragged their feet for 
four years before finally 
rejecting the application. 

Yeah, I heard about 
that. And I think that 
purely from a scientist’s 
standpoint, the best sci¬ 
ence comes when you have 
all options available—and 
in the case of marijuana, 
that includes having access 
to all the different strains. 
So having more locations 
where it’s grown would 
likely be a benefit. 

Right now, there’s this 
total disconnect. I know 
various scientists who 
want to do this research, 
they have construed stud¬ 
ies not targeted to look 
for harm, but in investi¬ 
gating potential medical 
applications, and then I’m 
hearing from the people 
down in Mississippi, who 
are actually responsible 
for creating the only legal 
federal supply, that there’s 
no demand for it, to the 
point they’re not growing 
any. And so somewhere 
there’s a disconnect. 

It’s at NIDA, because 
they’re the only ones that 
can approve a request 
for research marijuana.

They’re always the middle 
man to access that supply. 
So it’s pretty disingenuous 
for the facility in Mississippi 
to claim there’s no demand, 
when they know full well 
that’s only because the 
federal government consis¬ 
tently denies such requests 
whenever they believe the 
research will show benefits 
instead of harm. 

Meanwhile, what has the 
reaction been among your 
colleagues in the media 
and medical establishment, 
now that you’ve called out 
this systematic campaign 
to keep the public from 
discovering the truth about 
medical marijuana? 

With my colleagues in 
the media, for the most 
part it’s been positive, 
though this has all still 
been challenging for 
me. It’s tough to write 
an op-ed like the one I 
published—especially my 
apology. But it was the 
right thing to do. 

I think the medical 
establishment as a whole 
is more entrenched, 
though there’s also polling 
showing that roughly 76

percent of physicians say 
they’d consider recom¬ 
mending marijuana for an 
advanced breast-cancer 
patient. So I’m certainly 
getting a lot of supportive 
emails. When the con¬ 
cerns do come up, they 
typically revolve around 
this idea of “Aren’t you 
sending the wrong mes¬ 
sage to kids?” ... whether 
it’s people I know in the 
medical profession, or just 
on Twitter and Facebook. 

And I understand that 
concern—I have kids of 
my own—but I’m not 
talking about encouraging 
young kids to go out and 
start smoking marijuana; 
that’s not the point at all. 
And unfortunately, this 
argument has been used 
to muddy the waters since 
long before I ever got 
involved. The idea that 
we should prevent people 
from accessing a therapy 
that can really help them 
simply to prevent mari¬ 
juana from being legiti¬ 
mized as safe—I just think 
that’s an unfair tradeoff. 

Do you think marijuana 
is as safe as, or safer than, 
alcohol? And do you think 
it’s safe enough to be used 
by any adult in the same 
way as alcohol? 

I can tell you what 
I know of the science 
between marijuana and 
alcohol, but I find these 
sorts of moral-equivalence 
questions get in the way. 
Still, to answer your ques¬ 
tion, fewer people become 
dependent on marijuana 
than alcohol. I’ve seen the 
withdrawal symptoms of 
alcoholics firsthand; they 
can be frightening and 
even life-threatening— 
whereas withdrawal 
from marijuana, if there’s 
dependence, tends to be 
far more innocuous. And 
I’ve never seen or even 
heard about a documented 
case of fatal marijuana 
overdose.

Dear Deon, 

Thanks for the kind words about 
the Free Weed podcast! Permacul¬ 
ture is a great way to grow outdoor 
marijuana. The term means sim¬ 
ply that you’re improving the qual¬ 
ity of your soil each year by using 
compost, beneficial bacteria and 
organic additives. All of these prac¬ 
tices increase the microbial activ¬ 
ity in your soil (as well as helping 
to loosen clay soils). As for compan¬ 
ion plants, marigolds will help keep 
away whiteflies, peppermint deters 
aphid populations, and dill discour¬ 
ages spider mites. Beneficial insects 
such as ladybugs, predator mites 
and praying mantises can all be part 
of a permaculture approach to can¬ 
nabis farming. 
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Danko Tip-. Store bottles of nutrients, pesticides, and pH Up and 
Down in a cool, dark place away from direct sunlight at all times. 
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and 12 hours of darkness following 12 
hours of light for flowering). This is the 
only way to make plants flower, aside 
from using auto-flowering strains that 
bloom regardless of the photoperiod. 

I should also mention that we recently 
published “The High Times Grow- 
box Buyer’s Guide” (Nov. 13), which is 
available online for free at hightimes.

I’m interested in purchasing a growbox, 
but I can’t find any information about the 
lights. I want to know how I would get the 
cannabis to start flowering: Do they come 
with a switch to turn the lights off? Could 
I use a timer for the lights? Or is there 
some other method for making the plants 
flower? Growboxes are a bit expensive, so 
I need to know this information before I 
decide to make the investment. Thank you 
very much for your time. 

Dear Miguel, 

Growboxes come in many shapes and 
sizes as well as a wide range of prices. 


The lighting is generally provided by 
240-, 400- or 600-watt high-intensity dis¬ 
charge (HID) lights. Sometimes metal 
halide (MH) lights are used, but most of 
the larger boxes mainly use high-pres¬ 
sure sodium (HPS) lights. Some of the 
newer boxes feature light-emitting diode 
(LED) technology, which is showing 
more and more promise, and some units 
use supplemental fluorescent lighting 
as well. I’ve even seen larger boxes that 
pair two 600-watt lights side by side, but 
that’s about as much light as I think you 
can have in an enclosed box without hav¬ 
ing constant issues with heat buildup. 

Almost every growbox on the market 
comes with a timer that turns the lights 
on and off as needed (18 to 22 hours of 
light per day during the vegetative stage, 


First off, I have to give you praise: High 
Times was the sole reason that I was able 
to reap my first good harvest seven-plus 
years back. My grow was based on a 
dresser setup that was featured in the July 
2006 issue (in an article titled “Snappy 
Dresser”). Reading that issue and seeing 
what could be done with such a simple and 
concealable grow was the deciding factor 
for me to start growing. 

At the time, growing of any kind was 
completely illegal in Michigan, and coming 
up with the equipment was hard enough 
even if you weren’t on a tight budget, let 
alone if you were. My very first grow was a 
miserable failure, netting me a whopping 
bowl’s worth that was harsh and had next 
to no high. I moved shortly after that first 
“harvest” and decided I needed a rethink 
my situation. That was when the July ’06 
issue came out, and when I stumbled onto 
this “ultimate stealth garden,” I knew I’d 
found a new model to replicate as best 
as I could. Tents and growboxes were still 
relatively new technology to me then and 
nearly impossible to come by without 
ordering them online or by mail (and hav¬ 
ing a paper trail leading to my doorstep). 

My second attempt was miles beyond 
the previous go. I bought a dresser 3 feet 
high by 2.5 feet wide by 1.5 feet deep. The 
top of the dresser had 5" x 22” fluorescent 
“grow lights” purchased from Walmart. I 
also made eight hanging compact-fluo¬ 
rescent sockets from lamp kits. The walls 
were lined with tinfoil, and the exhaust 
and intake fans were standard desk fans 
mounted into the back of the unit. I also 
had two 3-inch mini-fans for circulation 
in the tiny space. Growth was extremely 
slow—stout but slow. Of the five seeds I 
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had come by in the bags of weed I had, 
three ended up being males, and the 
only real prize seed I had was a White 
Russian. I wound up with about half an 
ounce, which was still better than my first 
attempt, and I also vowed that if I ever 
decided to grow again, I would do it by 
the book and be less cost-conscious with 
my next setup. 

Shortly after that, however, I enlisted 
in the US Air Force, so toking had to go 
by the wayside for a few years. In 2008,1 
was diagnosed with ALL (acute lympho¬ 
blastic leukemia). I was still on active duty 
with the Air Force at the time and living 
in Texas. In the spring of 2008, however, 
Michigan’s medical marijuana law went 
into effect, so I moved back home the fol¬ 
lowing summer and carried on with my 
treatment. During the more intense parts 
of my chemo, marijuana was a godsend, 
allowing me to sleep when my narcotic 
sleeping pills wouldn’t work. I was taking 
less of my Percocet for breakthrough 
pain and was able to finally level off on 
the amount of fentanyl I needed. I was 
also able to eat, which had become an 
issue due to the nausea from all of the 14 
different drugs I was taking. 

And so here we are today: I’m growing 
once again, this time legally. I have a 3.25’ 
x 3.25’ x 7 tent, a 600-watt HPS light with 
a digital ballast, and a 6-inch air-cooled 
reflector that draws spent air from the 
room through a carbon filter, to the reflec¬ 
tor and out the other side. I’m growing 
in soil and started from clones, and I just 
wanted to say thanks! 

Dear Joe, 

It’s good to hear that our articles 
inspired you to get growing—and con¬ 
gratulations on being able to produce 
your own medicine legally in Michi¬ 
gan! The benefits of medical marijuana 
are something we hear about over and 
over from patients and veterans such as 
yourself. My only advice about the first 
decent grow you described would be 
that tinfoil isn’t an ideal reflective mate¬ 
rial: It will create hotspots where the 
reflection is more intense, while other 
parts of the foil will dull your reflective 
capabilities. Also, beneath the foil you’re 
creating a perfect place for mites and 
other pests to hide. You’re always bet¬ 
ter off painting the surface of your grow 
area with flat white paint and keeping it 
clean to prevent pests and mold.

subject High CBD Strains 
from Grow Vegas 

My question is about CBD strains. I saw a 
recent CNN special where Dr. Sanjay Gupta 
reversed his opinion on marijuana and 
now sees the medical benefits. Personally, 
I’m experimenting with different strains to 
treat inflammation caused by ulcerative 
colitis. Turns out the medicine I’ve been 
taking to treat it for the past 8 years can 
cause lymphoma...bummer. I want to be 
proactive and find an alternative (prefer¬ 
ably natural) without such negative side 
effects. The strains that were in the show 
have 20% or more CBD and <1% THC. 

Do you know of any seed breeders that 
currently offer such strains? I’m currently 
growing Critical Mass by the CBD Crew 
which is supposed to be 50/50 (the best 
I could find), but am looking for a higher 
CBD ratio so I’m not stoned all day or when 
I need to work. Any suggestions? 

Dear Grow, 

I know of several reputable breeders 
who sell high CBD strains in seed form. 
Resin Seeds has Cannatonic, a one-to- 
one THC/CBD ratio pain-relieving strain. 
Royal Queen Seeds has Royal Highness, 
another high CBD variety that could 
work for you. CBD Crew, whose Crit¬ 
ical Mass you’re already growing, is a 
joint venture between Mr. Nice Seedbank 
and Resin Seeds and offers a number of 
high CBD strains in seed form, includ¬ 
ing CBD Shark, which is indica-domi- 
nant and just might perfectly suit your 
medicinal needs. MTG Seeds have won 
our Cannabis Cup Awards for High CBD 
with their CB CanD and CB Diesel, using 
them to make oil and edibles. Search

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And the Walls Came 
Tumbling Down 

Recreational pot laws usher in 
a new era of acceptance. 


T he announcement by the Justice 
Department that it will not inter¬ 
fere with recreational marijuana 
laws in Colorado and Washington has 
finally sounded the death knell for mari¬ 
juana prohibition in the USA. Despite 
over 80 years of reefer-madness propa¬ 
ganda, many Americans are realizing 
at long last that marijuana prohibition 
never should have been enacted. Quite 
simply, laws against the 
plant have done more 
harm to this country than 
anything the plant could 
ever do. 

Keep in mind that the 
Justice Department doesn’t 
have a problem with legal 
marijuana so long as the 
means of production are tightly con¬ 
trolled and monitored. Obviously, the 
government doesn’t want to see hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of homegrowers 
producing their own medicine—a total 
nightmare scenario for the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal industry. 

In Colorado, anyone can grow up to 
six plants as long as the grow site is a 
closed and locked location. Only three of 
those plants can be flowering at the same 
time. In Washington, on the other hand, 
only medical marijuana patients, not rec¬ 
reational users, are allowed to cultivate. 

The walls are about to come tum¬ 
bling down because the quality of life 
in Colorado and Washington is going 
to improve dramatically as the result 
of cannabis legalization, despite scare 
stories to the contrary. Drunk driving 
will likely go down, and so will traffic 
accidents as people turn to cannabis 
instead of alcohol to relax. Jobs will be 
created, and marijuana money will flow 
into Colorado and Washington to such an 
extent that neighboring states will also 
pass recreational pot laws. Plus it’s going 
to become harder to justify mandatory 
minimums, asset seizures and forfeitures, 
and other forms of abuse heaped upon 
our stoner culture. One of the worst 
crimes of pot prohibition has been break¬ 
ing up families and placing kids in foster 
care. Soon it will be very hard to enforce 


these outrageous laws, once the nation 
witnesses the benefits of legalization. 

Did you know that the first US income 
tax was introduced to pay for the Civil 
War, but it proved wildly unpopular and 
was quickly repealed once that war was 
over? From 1872 until 1913, the cost of 
running the government was paid mostly 
by an alcohol tax, and the Supreme 
Court even ruled that the income tax was 
unconstitutional in 1895. But 
in 1913, the passage of the 
16th Amendment legalized 
the income tax, which was 
promoted primarily as the 
means to get rid of “the saloon 
problem.” See, no one thought 
that alcohol prohibition would 
work because the government 
depended so heavily on tax revenue from 
alcohol sales. So the income tax was sold 
to America as the first step in enacting 
alcohol prohibition. 

The laws against alcohol were never 
really enforced because the Treasury 
Department didn’t have enough agents 
and there was so much graft and cor¬ 
ruption involved. But as soon as alcohol 
prohibition collapsed, the government 
created cannabis prohibition, something 
that was done in part to save the bureau¬ 
cracy that had been established during 
the Prohibition era. Anti-alcohol agents 
were simply retooled as anti-cannabis 
agents, because that’s the reality of 
bureaucracies: They have a way of becom¬ 
ing self-sustaining. Drug prohibition laws 
created the most destructive bureaucra¬ 
cies in America. But just as the Berlin 
Wall came down in a few weeks, Ameri¬ 
cans can soon look forward to the com¬ 
plete collapse of marijuana prohibition. 

I just hope the bureaucracies are not 
retooled to continue prohibition against 
other natural plants. If the government 
wants to prohibit something, it might 
consider getting rid of GMOs and other 
forms of poison being passed off as food. 
This time around, let’s retool our narcs 
in ways that will benefit public safety 
and protect the environment instead of 
harassing peaceful, hardworking mem¬ 
bers of society. ^

Butter! 


124 Almost Infamous by @BobbyBlack 


I’ve attended a few conventions at the 
massive Jacob Javits Convention Center 
on NYC’s west side during my life—the 
International Car Show once, and a few 
Comic-Cons—but never before had I been 
confronted with such delicious fragrances 
as I was while entering the International 
Fancy Food Confection Show last summer. 
Normally, I’d never have 
known about this exclusive 
event (let alone skipped 
out on work and paid the 
$60-plus to get into it) had 
we not been invited by one 
of the convention’s new¬ 
est and most unorthodox 
participants: our friends at 
Magical Butter. 

The Magical Butter 
machine is an electronic 
extractor that effortlessly 
infuses the essence of an herb (any old 
herb will do, though we prefer cannabis) 
into butter or oil for use in cooking. The 
device is as simple as it is ingenious: 
similar in design to an electric water 
kettle, you simply put your butter or oil 
and your plant material into the pitcher, 
set your temp and push the button. And 
just like that, within two hours you have 
perfectly potent canna-butter, tincture or 
even lotion. 

The company’s mastermind and CEO 
Garyn Angel met us in the center lobby 
wearing his signature promotional attire: 
a green, stoned-smiley tee under a blazer 
and a fuzzy green troll wig. He handed us 
a few of their employee passes to get us 
in, but we were made by security and had 
to walk down to another entrance door 
to pull it off. The sights and smells of 80 
countries’ culinary curiousities were on 
display—with vendors feverishly giving 
demos, handing out samples and taking 
orders. Cookies, candies, cheeses, nuts, 
liquors, sauces...there was even 
a booth that had cocktails inside 
tiny breath spray bottles so you 
could get a buzz without having 
to drink. It was a truly sensational 
smorgasbord. 

When we reached Magical 
Butter’s booth, Garyn was eager 


to show off his custom-designed green 
VW style mini-bus, equipped with a full 
sound system. He even acted out a rap 
performance of their promo song worthy 
of a Justin Timberlake sketch on SNL. 
While a couple of their neighbors seemed 
a bit put off by their outlandish style and 
rather overt stoner references, the major¬ 
ity of their co-conventioneers 
were at least curious if not 
outright amused by the color¬ 
ful crew and their innovative 
appliance. 

After a brief interview 
and a few vapor pen rips, I 
was off to explore the rest 
of the expo. It was the last 
day of the convention, and 
as closing time approached 
the booths were beginning to 
break down—and were giving 
away or dumping the majority of their 
stock. Frantically, I began trolling the 
aisles looking for as many fancy freebies 
as I could snag. Natural organic peanut 
butter, Mexican hot chocolate, imported 
asiago cheese, Stubbs barbeque sauce, 
gourmet hot fudge sauce, even chocolate 
covered hemp seeds ... I acquired all sorts 
of gourmet goodies. Within minutes I’d 
quickly filled a large plastic trash bag and 
was starting on a second, when the bag 
suddenly broke and spilled my entire haul 
out across the carpet. I managed to pull it 
all together and, deciding it was high time 
to go, headed for the exit. 

Ironically, security was now trying to 
stop us from leaving : it seems convention 
rules stated that no one was allowed to 
bring merchandise outside the expo—an 
absurdly wasteful policy, considering the 
only alternative was for vendors to throw 
hundreds if not thousands of dollars of 
perfectly good food into the garbage. I 
lingered nonchalantly a few yards away 
from the escalator and waited until 
the security guard was distracted 
by someone else leaving with bags, 
then stealthily slipped past them 
with my luscious loot. And while 
none of the tasty treats I brought 
home were medicated, they were all 
nonetheless divine. ^

Boomers to the Rescue! 


A new generation of lawmakers has 
rejected reefer madness.

S ince the early 1990s, marijuana- 
law reformers have lobbied hun¬ 
dreds of elected policymakers and 
their staffs in the push to end cannabis 
prohibition. Progress came slowly, if it 
came at all. But the “Baby Boomer” gen¬ 
eration has the reins of power now, tak¬ 
ing over from a World War II generation 
brainwashed by Reefer Madness -style 
propaganda. 

Twenty years ago, making a congress¬ 
man or senator understand that can¬ 
nabis is not crack, not a narcotic and 
will not cause males to develop breasts 
was a Herculean effort. How times have 
changed! Today, as a clear indication that 
we’re living through the final days of pot 
prohibition, an elected official or staff 
member—in order to establish their bona 
fides—will reveal that they used to grow 
pot in college, sell a little on the side or 
were the joint-rolling champion of their 
fraternity! 

When a NORML staffer and I recently 
visited a legislative director to win sup¬ 
port for a measure allowing consumers, 
under a proposed decriminalization 
bill, to cultivate up to three plants for 
personal use, he insisted that “three 
plants is a lot of weed.” When we tried 
to disabuse him of the notion, he wryly 
blurted out that he knew how much bud 
a cannabis plant can yield because his 
“plants in college could produce over a 
pound each” 



Well ... okay. Instead of fighting 
over the specifics of the bill, we found 
ourselves congratulating the LD for his 
green-thumb skills. 

Capitol Hill was a lonely place for 
marijuana-law reformers in the “Just 
Say No” era. These days, however, any 
cannabis-related event or press confer¬ 
ence in Washington, DC—as well as state 
capitals—packs in legislative staffers, 
policy wonks from think tanks and mem¬ 
bers of the media. 

Consider the following from the other¬ 
wise staid and decidedly “uncool” Brook¬ 
ings Institution: “In less than a decade, 
public opinion has shifted dramatically 


toward support for the legalization of 
marijuana .... Demographic change and 
widespread public experience using 
marijuana imply that opposition to 
legalization will never again return to 
the levels seen in the 1980s. The strong 
consensus that formed the foundation 
for many of today’s stringent marijuana 
laws has crumbled.” 

Indeed it has. Never in modern his¬ 
tory has there existed greater public 
support for ending the nation’s nearly 
century-long experiment with pot prohi¬ 
bition and replacing it with a system of 
legalization and regulation. 

While a group of American citizens 
deemed “the greatest generation” is 
gradually fading away, a new generation 
of Americans—one that has been exposed 
to cannabis since the 1960s and 70s—has 
decided to come out in favor of reefer 
sanity. In the near future, I suspect many 
elite Baby Boomer types will offer only 
tepid opposition to substantive cannabis- 
law reforms. (I’m looking at you, Mr. 
President, leader of the ganja-loving 
“Choom Gang” in 1970s Hawaii.) 

As we’ve witnessed before, controver¬ 
sial social policies provide opportunities 
for our political leaders to evolve. Much 
like the case for gay marriage—once con¬ 
sidered too taboo for serious politicians 
even to consider—the necessity and prag¬ 
matism of ending cannabis prohibition 
will lead them to the Promised Land. ^

Untamed Colt 

Colt Smith is a force for change in 
the Lone Star State. 

Rural Texas is an area not often 
considered a hot spot for marijuana 
law reform, but one Texan is look¬ 
ing to make changes. Colt Smith 
founded Hub City NORML earlier this 
year in Lubbock, TX-the only local 
marijuana-law reform group within 
350 miles. Colt knew he wanted to 
bring change to his region, but he was 
uncertain about the kind of reception 


he would get. 

It turns out that 
his fellow Texans 
were champing 
at the bit to get 
involved. After forming 
the group, Colt arranged 
a “coming-out” party, the Hub City 
NORML Conference and Music 
Fest, which was held last August. 

In attendance were 17 bands, five 
guest speakers, glassblowers giving 
demonstrations and a huge crowd 


every night. A financial and 
organizational success, 
the event brought in 
twice as much money as 
Hub City NORML hoped to 
raise, and grew its ranks from 
75 members to over 225. 

Prior to the event, Colt met with 
lawmakers and Lubbock City Council 
members and was interviewed by 
the local media, including KLBK.the 
Lubbock Avalanche-Journal and Fox 
News Lubbock. He has since been 


invited to speak by various organiza¬ 
tions in the area whose members 
attended the event, including the 
Lubbock County Democratic Party’s 
executive committee. 

“Our mission is to deliver a mes¬ 
sage of truth, develop new activists 
and further arm current activists,” 
Colt says. “We want to create a safe 
place for people to have open and 
honest conversations about our 
current cannabis policy-in Texas 
and America.”
